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Shops could pay 
for your paildng 


SHOPKEEPERS could 
be asked to refund 
customers' parking 
costs as a way of 
boosting trade. 

The idea is one of the 
suggestions included 
in a 78-page report on 
the future “parking 
strategy" for New¬ 
market. 

Consultants Colin Buch¬ 
anan have been asking resi¬ 
dents and businesses in the 
town for their ideas about 
tackling parking problems. 

The consultants, called in 
by Forest Heath District 
Council to look at the issue, 
have warned that the town 
could run out of parking 
spaces by 2015 and will face a 
shortfall of 170 spaces by 
2025. 

Councillors on Tuesday 
voted against adopting the 
report in its entirety. 

But they have asked for an 
action plan to be drawn up 
following more consultation 
with shopkeepers and taxi 
companies. 

The plan is due to be 
brought back to councillors in 
September. 

The consultants suggested a 
trial of a “cash back” scheme 
with local shops refunding the 
cost of parking, on production 
of a valid ticket. 

The consultants said such a 
scheme would cost the coun¬ 
cil nothing to introduce. 

Alternative taxi ranks are 
also suggested with The 
Avenue as one of the possible 
locations. 

In a report to the com¬ 
munity services committee, 
Andrew Claydon, strategic 
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director (resources), said that 
the council will only allow 
spending on new parking 
measures if there is cash in 
existing budgets or the 
scheme can be shown to cover 
its own costs in five years. 

He said the council could 
also use cash paid in by store 
chain Waitrose, as part of its 
contribution towards parking 
linked with the building of the 
current store in the town five 
years ago. 

He said short and medium 
term measures would cost the 
council £36,000. 

But the consultants’ report 
shows short-term measures 
costing more than £100,000. 

It shows that a new con¬ 
sultation over residents’ park¬ 
ing zones - one of the issues 
for which the consultants 
were called in - would cost 
£60,000. 

But the figure would also 
include the cost of imple¬ 
menting a scheme. 

The consultants suggested 
that the cash will come from 
Suffolk County Council with a 
contribution by the district 
council. 

They also suggest that High 
Street parking bays - currently 
free with a time restriction - 
should become pay and 
display zones with five park¬ 
ing meters. 

The cost is estimated at 
£20,000 - again with the 
county council footing the bill 
plus a contribution from the 
district council.

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Third refusal for 
landscape plans 


CONTROVERSIAL 
factory plans remain on 
hold after councillors 
rejected a third attempt 
to satisfy them with 
proposals to plant trees 
and bushes to mask the 
building. 

Building work was halted 
more than two years ago when 
residents on Newmarket’s 
Studlands Park estate com¬ 
plained that trees and bushes 
at the roadside had been 
bulldozed. 

Forest Heath District 
Council planners discovered 
that although planning 
permission had been granted 
in 2005 it was subject to 
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approval of landscaping and 
boundary treatment. 

Since then the developer 
and landowner, Cl Industries, 
has been trying to get the 
necessary approval to allow 
the factory to be built. 

A government inspector in 
February rejected an appeal 
against an earlier council refu¬ 
sal to approve a landscaping 
scheme for the development. 

Now a new, modified, pro¬ 
posal has also been rejected by 
the district council’s planning 
committee following opposi¬ 
tion by residents. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst said the 


latest scheme did not allow 
enough room for the trees and 
there was also a question 
about a chemical store shown 
on plans where the trees 
should be planted. 

The proposed factory will 
back on to Studlands Park 
Avenue and residents have 
argued that it will overshadow 
their homes. 

“I thought it was the right 
outcome,” he said after the 
meeting. 

The committee ruled that 
the latest scheme failed to 
safeguard the amenities of 
residents, although planning 
officers had suggested that the 
scheme was acceptable. 

Christine Pearce, one of the 


residents who have cam¬ 
paigned against the current 
plans, said: “Obviously we’re 
very pleased, particularly now 
that the council has taken note 
of the chemical store which 
‘disappeared’ off the plans 
after being shown on them 
previously. 

“This has been going on for 
three years and the five years 
that the original planning 
permission is valid runs out on 
June 23.” 

She added: “We know that 
something’s going to be built 
there, but if we had been 
informed about the plans five 
years ago perhaps we could 
have avoided some of the 
problems.” 


Free race day for proper Charlies 



In our weekly column, 
reporter JOHN GOODE takes a 
look behind the racing scene 
to bring you news from in and 
around the stables. 


PROPER Charlies were allow¬ 
ed free entry to Newmarket 
racecourse on Saturday. 

To commemorate King 
Charles II, who is regarded as 
the founder of horse racing as 
a sport, racecourse chiefs 
agreed to give free admission 
to anyone who could prove 
that their name was Charles - 
either as a first name or a 
surname. 

But wet weather kept 
crowd figures down and there 
was no indication from the 


racecourse how many people 
were able to take advantage 
of the free entry offer. 

The race meeting, which 
included the King Charles II 
Stakes, fell on the 350th 
anniversary of his accession 
to the throne following the 
Civil War. 

A racecourse spokes¬ 
woman said: “Without 
Charles’s passion for 
Newmarket and for horse¬ 
racing - the monarch moved 
his entire court to the town 


every year so that he could 
attend and participate in 
racing on Newmarket Heath 
- the town would never have 
become the historic Home of 
Horseracing that it is today.” 

A group of actors mingled 
with race-goers in the garb of 
the King, his mistress Nell 
Gwynn, diarist Samuel Pepys 
and other figures of the time. 

Newmarket Rotary Club 
was fundraising at Sunday’s 
race day for the international 
fund to eradicate polio. 
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No police action for 
fire rescue man 

A MAN rescued from a fire in a flat 
nearly six months ago has been told 
he faces no action by the police. 

The man, aged 36, was arrested on 
suspicion of arson endangering life 
after his release from hospital 
following the blaze in a flat in George 
Lambton Avenue, Newmarket, on 
December 15. 

Firefighters rescued him from the 
first-floor flat and he was taken to 
hospital in a critical condition 
suffering the effects of smoke 
inhalation. 

He and a woman, aged 25, who 
jumped out of a window to escape 
the blaze, were questioned by 
officers investigating the fire which 
badly damaged the rented property 
and caused the evacuation of other 
residents in the block. 

Police have confirmed that his bail 
has been cancelled and he faces no 
further action. The woman, who was 
also arrested on suspicion of arson, 
remains on bail until July 9 when she 
is due to report to Bury St Edmunds 
police station. 

Stable worker 
accused of assault 

AN award-winning stable worker is to 
appear in court accused of assault. 
Stuart Messenger, 47, head lad at Sir 
Michael Stoute’s stables in Bury 
Road, Newmarket, has been charged 
with causing actual bodily harm to a 
woman on the early morning of 
Friday, April 23. 

Messenger, of Bury Road, 
Newmarket, earlier this year won the 
top prize of £15,000 in the annual 
Stud and Stable Staff Awards. 

Police released him on bail to appear 
before magistrates in Bury St 
Edmunds on Monday. 



Bridge over the Reach Lode gives link to fen 


A NEW bridge spanning Reach Lode has 
been lifted into place by crane. 

The structure will form part of The 
Lodes Way, a 14.5km virtually traffic-free 
public access route being created by the 
National Trust, linking Wicken Fen to 
Anglesey Abbey and Bottisham. 

The bridge, together with a new 2km 
cycleway across Burwell Fen, will be 


officially opened on September 12. 

It has sloping ramps to provide easy 
access for walkers, cyclists and horse 
riders, and the excavation of clay to form 
the ramps will allow two wildlife ponds to 
be created. 

Chris Soans, Wicken Fen property 
manager, said: “For the first time walkers 
and cyclists will be able to take a cross¬ 


country route between Wicken Fen and 
Bottisham and explore new areas of our 
magnificent countryside.” 

The Lodes Way is being developed by 
the National Trust as part of Wicken Fen 
Vision - a 100-year project to create a 
special nature reserve. 

It is expected to be completed by 
2013. 


Woman suffers 
two sex assaults 
by same man 

A WOMAN was sexually assaulted twice 
by the same man in Newmarket. 

In the first attack the woman, in her 
20s, and the man, believed to be around 
30 years old, fell over a wall into a 
churchyard during a struggle. 

The incident started in Palace Street, 
between 1.30am and 1.45am on 
Saturday when the man approached 
her and asked her if she was ok. 

She said she was fine and walked off. 

But as she approached the snooker 
centre in All Saints’ Road the man 
approached her again and the woman 
told him to go away. 

He grabbed her and sexually 
assaulted her. During the struggle they 
fell over a wall into the All Saints 
churchyard. 

She managed to get away and call the 
police on her mobile phone. 

But the man followed and assaulted 
her again. She struggled free and the 
man walked off towards nearby Sun 
Lane as she spoke to an operator after 
making an emergency call. 

Police said the woman was shaken 
but unhurt. 

The attacker is described as a man of 
Asian appearance. He was slim and 
about 5ft 5in tall with short dark hair, a 
goatee beard and a large pointed nose. 
He was wearing a short beige jacket and 
dark trousers.

Sporting leaders 
send best wishes 
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LEADING figures from 
the worlds of horseracing 
and cycling have sent 
their best wishes to a top 
stable worker and 
amateur cyclist who is 
recovering in hospital 
from serious injuries. 

Dave Goodwin was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital in a 
critical condition after a crash 
involving a van while he was 
out training on his bike two 
weeks ago. 

Now Mr Goodwin, who 
works for Newmarket trainer 
Jeremy Noseda, is out of 
intensive care and has been 
moved to another ward at the 
hospital. 

Among the leading sporting 
figures to have sent their best 
wishes are racing legend Lester 
Piggott, triple Olympic gold 
medallist Chris Hoy, silver 
medallist Ross Edgar and 
former pursuit champion Tony 
Doyle. 

“The support has been 
unbelievable,” said Jean 
Bucknell, Mr Goodwin’s long¬ 


term partner. 

“We have had hundreds of 
letters, but he has only been 
able to read a few. It’s been 
absolutely crazy. 

“The other stable lads have 
been marvellous as well as the 
trainers.” 

One of the letters, wishing 
him a “comfortable” recovery, 
was from Lady Howard de 
Walden, whose husband was 
the owner of 1985 Derby 
winner Slip Anchor which Dave 
looked after while working for 
trainer Henry Cecil. 


Mr Goodwin’s racing career 
included a second Derby 
winner while working for Mr 
Cecil, Commander in Chief, in 
1993. 

He also shared the Stable Lad 
of the Year award given by the 
Horserace Writers and 
Photographers’ Association in 
2002. 

He has won numerous 
awards for cycling and 
triathlons. 

He was out training to take 
part in one of the stages of the 
Tour de France next month 


when the crash happened. 

He suffered a fractured skull, 
ribs, punctured lung and a 
broken leg in the crash at 
Snailwell, on Tuesday, May 18. 

A medical team was flown to 
the scene in the East Anglian 
Air Ambulance to treat him 
before he was taken to hospital 
in a coma. 

He missed his 59th birthday 
while in a coma, but he has 
now recovered enough to be 
able to talk. 

He has had an operation to 
pin the broken leg and remove 
skull fragments. He has been 
undergoing regular brain 
scans. 

“He is still a little confused 
and muddled and doesn’t want 
to eat,” said Miss Bucknell. “But 
he’s so fit he might be home 
sooner than anyone else who 
would have had the same 
injuries.”

Restoration hope 
for historic pipes 

VICTORIAN sewer vent pipes 
could still get repainted despite 
a refusal by Anglian Water, 
which owns the metal 
columns, to do the work. 

Newmarket town councillor 
Richard Fletcher has raised the 
issue after noticing the rusting 
roadside columns. 

Cllr Chris Turner, former 
mayor, told a town council 
meeting: “I’m very 
disappointed with Anglian 
Water’s response that they’re 
not prepared to pay anything 
towards it.” 

But he said he was against 
the council having to pay to 
repaint the pipes. 

Isabelle Barrett, the town 
clerk, said there was no point 
in making a further approach 
to Anglian Water as the 
company had made it clear 
that the work was a low 
priority. 

“If we go back to them it’s 
not going to happen,” she said. 

Cllr Fletcher said 13 of the 
“monuments to Victorian civic 
engineering” had so far been 
identified in the town and local 
companies had been asked to 
give quotes for the cost of 
repainting. 

He told the meeting that 
there was a possibility of 
grants from Forest Heath 
District Council and Suffolk 
County Council. 

“We might be able to get it 
done without coming to this 
council (for money),” he said. 


Fly-tipper left 
waste on drive 


A LANDOWNER chased a 
fly-tipper after finding 
builders’ rubbish dumped 
on a driveway. 

The landowner was inspecting 
the pile of rubble when a 
Vauxhall Astra van towing a 
trailer loaded with similar waste 
turned up, magistrates heard. 

The van drove off and the 
landowner followed it from 
Mildenhall to nearby West Row 
where he lost sight of it. 

Alan Thompson, 32, was 
traced when police checked the 
registration number of the van. 

A note addressed to Elvin 
Property Care, in Worlington 
Road, Mildenhall, was found 
among the waste, magistrates at 
Bury St Edmunds were told. 

It led council investigators to 
Thompson, of Hanmer Avenue, 
Mildenhall, who admitted two 
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charges of illegally dumping 
controlled waste and a charge of 
carrying waste without being 
licensed. 

He was fined £300 and was 
ordered to pay £150 costs and 
£15 victim surcharge. 

Paul Weller, Forest Heath 
District Council solicitor, said “a 
Transit van-load” of construction 
and builder’s waste was found on 
land at The Follies, Folly Road, 
Mildenhall, on October 1. 

Further similar material was 
found dumped at Weston Ditch, 
West Row. 

The vehicle seen by the land- 
owner was later identified as 
Thompson’s. 

Mr Weller said bosses of Elvin’s 
Property Care admitted they had 


asked Thompson to dispose of 
the waste. 

The company later had the 
waste removed. 

Thompson told the court: “At 
the time I was a bit desperate to 
earn some cash. 

“I had taken previous loads to 
the council tip but they had told 
me I couldn’t take any more 
because I was doing it 
commercially. 

“I got a bit desperate and just 
fly-tipped it.” 

Alan Humphreys, presiding 
magistrate, told Thompson: 
“Why should people have to put 
up with people like you who go 
around dumping stuff. 

“You would have dumped 
another load on an unfortunate 
couple because you wanted to 
make some money. That’s 
unacceptable.” 


Inspector says no to plan for flats 


AN OFFICE block 
cannot be converted 
into flats, a planning 
inspector has ruled. 

The owners of Water- 
witch House, in Exeter 
Road, Newmarket want¬ 
ed to convert it into 14 
flats. 

The company, Merry 
Bond Properties, said 


that extensive marketing 
had failed to fill empty 
office suites in the 
building which had just 
one tenant. 

But Forest Heath 
District Council refused 
permission on the 
grounds that it would 
result in a loss of 
employment oppor¬ 


tunities. 

The council also ruled 
that more flats could 
have been created in a 
conversion of the build¬ 
ing and said the 
proposal was “ineffi¬ 
cient use of a brownfield 
site”. 

The company appeal¬ 
ed against the council’s 


decision and an 
informal hearing was 
conducted by a 
planning inspector who 
issued a report with the 
decision last week.

intention to abolish regional 
strategies which set housing 
targets. 

“I expect local planning 
authorities and the planning 
inspectorate to have regard 
to this letter as a material 
planning consideration in 
any decisions they are 
currently taking,” he said. 

Ms Hood said: “We hope 
that his message gets 
through to Forest Heath 
district councillors before 
they vote whether or not to 
allow Lord Derby’s massive 


commercial and residential 
development which will ruin 
historic Newmarket as the 
world’s HQ of racing.” 

She also responded to 
comments by Lord Derby 
reported in a national 
newspaper in which he said 
there was a housing shortage 
in Newmarket. 

She said unsold new 
homes in nearby Red Lodge 
showed there was no 
shortage of homes available 
in the area. 

Councillors had been

- particularly the effect on 
the nearby A14. 

Currently traffic lights are 
proposed on the slip roads at 
the junction of the A142 to 
deal with the increase in 
traffic.

Parking at school a police priority 


PARENTS parking outside a 
school are facing a police clamp- 
down after complaints from 
residents and businesses in the 
area. 

Officers from Newmarket’s 
safer neighbourhood team have 
made the issue of parking outside 
the town’s Laureate Primary 
School one of their priorities for 
the next month. 

The team will also continue 
action to tackle anti-social 
behaviour in the town’s Howard 
de Walden Way area. 

Sgt Mark Shipton, who leads 


the team, said the parking issue 
had been highlighted by recent 
complaints about parents’ 
vehicles causing an obstruction 
to lorries calling at businesses in 
Hammond Close, on one side of 
the school, and from residents in 
Laureate Gardens, on the other 
side of the school. 

He said a warning letter would 
be sent to parents by the school 
and officers would speak to them 
to point out the dangers of 
parking inconsiderately. 

“Any that continue to offend 
will get a fixed penalty ticket,” he 


said. Sgt Shipton said talks would 
be held to encourage more 
children to walk to school so that 
parking problems do not arise. 

A new school support officer, 
PCSO Lindsey Morgan, is due to 
take up her post at Newmarket 
College on July 1. 

“I think it will improve the 
relationship between young 
people and the community and 
the police,” he said. 

She is due to be based in an 
office at the school.

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Signs to settle 
A-board dispute 


NEW permanent signs are 
due to be installed to help 
advertise shops and bus¬ 
inesses off Newmarket's 
High Street. 

The signs are planned by the 
town council as a way of settling 
the current dispute over free¬ 
standing A-board advertise¬ 
ments. 

A clamp-down on the boards 
started last year as part of a 
campaign to tidy up the town’s 
High Street. 

It followed complaints that the 
boards were obstructing the 
pavement and causing hazards to 
people with disabilities and 
mothers with children in push¬ 
chairs. 

Some businesses were forced 
to apply for planning permission 
to retain their signs which, they 
argued, were essential to attract

customers. Forest Heath District 
Council and Suffolk County 
Council officials threatened legal 
action against businesses without 
permission for A-boards or other 
free-standing advertising. 

But the action has been 
suspended until alternative 
official signs are installed in the 
High Street. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst told the 
town council that the four official 
sign boards could be bought at 
no expense to the council. 

Money paid by businesses to 
have their names on the signs 
would help offset the cost. 

He said the signs for Wellington 
Street and Rous Road had a 
shortfall of about £1,000 each 
which would be covered by 


Forest Heath District Council 
through its town centre manage¬ 
ment budget. 

A £2,000 shortfall for the sign 
advertising businesses in Old 
Station Road would be made up 
by Suffolk county councillor Lisa 
Chambers from her local budget. 

The town’s other county 
councillor Bill Sadler would make 
a contribution towards a £1,600 
shortfall for the sign advertising 
businesses in Sun Lane. 

Cllr Hirst said applications for 
planning permission for the new 
signs would have to be submitted 
in August so that they could be 
installed in October when the 
current amnesty over legal 
enforcement is due to end. 

He said: “It’s been a difficult 
issue, but we feel with reasonable 
confidence that the signs can be 
in place by October 1.”

Civil servant jailed for 
£64,000 contract scam 


A CIVIL servant has been 
jailed for accepting pay¬ 
ments totalling £64,000 
while involved with a 
contract for mainten¬ 
ance at an American air 
base. 

Timothy Grogan, 50, who 
worked for Defence Estates, 
accepted the cash while over¬ 
seeing a contract worth £1 mil¬ 
lion for work at the Laken- 
heath base. 

The cash was paid in £1,000 
instalments over eight years by 
the former managing director 
of an Essex-based company 
which had the grounds 
maintenance contract at the 
base, Ipswich Crown Court 


heard. In addition Grogan had 
landscaping and paving work, 
which would have cost 
£10,000, carried out free of 
charge at his home by sub¬ 
contractors associated with 
the air base work. 

He admitted misconduct in 
public office and was jailed for 
eight months. 

fudge lohn Holt told him: “At 
the end of the day it is no more 
and no less than greasing the 
palm.” 

Although American Air 
Force planes fly from Laken- 
heath base it remains an RAF 
airfield and Defence Estates 
play a major role in mainten¬ 
ance and building work. 

Prosecutor Nick Staite said 
that the offence had come to 


light after police in Essex were 
contacted by a director of 
Ground Control Ltd to say he 
had concerns about another 
director of the company. 

An initial investigation 
failed to uncover any crimes. 
But details were passed to the 
MoD police who discovered 
Grogan’s involvement. 

Mr Staite said that Grogan 
told officers after he was 
arrested in fanuary, 2009, he 
had been approached by the 
former managing director of 
Ground Control for help in 
preparing invoices. 

Mr Staite said that at the 
very least, Grogan’s involve¬ 
ment had been to help “ease 
the payment of invoices” 
between 1998 and 2006. 


He said the former mana¬ 
ging director of Ground 
Control had since committed 
suicide. 

But documents had showed 
he had preferred to pay 
Grogan rather than employ a 
quantity surveyor at £40,000 a 
year. 

Mr Staite said the company 
and its current management 
had no involvement with the 
payments. 

Mitigating, lohn Donnelly 
said that Grogan had never set 
out to cheat but the payments 
had arisen following a chance 
meeting as he was doing his 
everyday job. As a result of the 
case Grogan feared he would 
lose his MoD pension.

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How Shahana walked away 
from woman she used to be

W AITING 

until it was 
dark, 

Shahana Ahmed 
timidly began the 
walk that would 
change her life 
forever. 

Tipping the scales at 23 
and-a-half stone, at just 
22, Shahana was 
morbidly obese. Having 
endured years of cruel 
taunts, and unable to look 
at herself in the mirror as 
she was so disgusted by 
what she saw staring 
back, she vowed to lose 
weight. 

“I was so conscious of 
someone seeing me on 
that first walk,” explains 
Shahana, 33. “I didn’t 
have any trainers; I used 
to wear men’s Kickers 
shoes because they were 
the only thing that fitted 
me.” 

Although the walk was 
just under a mile long, 
Shahana describes it as 
“terrible”, as her thighs 
rubbed painfully together 
and her feet ached under 
her immense weight. But 
despite the discomfort, 
Shahana was determined 
to get through it, and 
repeated the walk every 
night for months, 
gradually increasing her 
speed and distance. 

Born in Burnley, the 
youngest of nine children, 


Morbidly obese Shahana was so ashamed of her body she started exercising in 
secret after dark. After shedding 14-and-a-half stone, she’s just run her second 
marathon. LOUISE MARTIN reports. 


Shahana started gaining 
weight steadily from 
around the age of 11. “I 
never thought about what 
I ate, I just put it in my 
mouth,” she explains. “I 
had no calorie control, 
no-one stopped me so I 
just ate whatever I 
fancied, and I would eat a 
lot and often.” 

Filling up on her mum’s 
homemade curries, 
gorging on second 
helpings of her school 
dinner and snacking on 
pizzas, pies, burgers and 
chips whenever she 
fancied caused Shahana’s 
weight to steadily 
increase. 

“I tried to help mum in 
the kitchen so that I could 
eat while we cooked,” she 
remembers. “I could 
easily finish off half the 
pot while I was supposed 
to be helping.” 

Despite longing to be 
the same size as what she 
calls her three “perfect 
size 10 sisters”, Shahana 
put on a brave exterior 
and maintained that she 
wasn’t bothered by her 
size, despite feeling 
embarrassed and isolated 
on the inside. 

Growing up, Shahana 
didn’t wear the latest 


fashions as she couldn’t fit 
into the teen sizes; 
instead, she wore clothes 
which her mum made for 
her. By the age of 16 she 
weighed a dangerous 19 
stone and was being 
bullied both verbally and 
physically, but continued 
to over eat. 

Despite lacking in 
confidence due to her 
weight, Shahana worked 
hard at school and 
received a place at 
Manchester University to 
study molecular biology. 
But although she was no 
longer tucking into her 
mum’s cooking, her life 
was still ruled by food and 
her diet consisted of 
takeaways and junk food. 
“I didn’t have many 
friends at university and 
the one or two that I did 
have used me for 
homework, but I looked 
up to them because to me 
they were perfect and how 
I would have liked to have 
been,” admits Shahana. 
“Back then the thought of 
losing the weight and 
having a family never 
crossed my mind. I think I 
had already given up; to 
me, I was just too far 
gone.” 

After university, 


Shahana returned to her 
family home and once 
again her daily diet 
consisted of the rich, 
calorific food. Too 
embarrassed to leave the 
house, instead of applying 
for her first job and 
socialising with friends 
like most graduates, she 
led a reclusive life and 
admits that she often 
didn’t even bother to wash 
her face or brush her 
teeth, as she couldn’t see 
the importance of looking 
after herself and didn’t 
believe that anyone would 
ever employ her because 
of her weight. 

But a few months later, 
Shahana was awarded a 
place on a research 
project in London and, 
although delighted to be 
at the start of her career, 
away from the comfort of 
her home and family, she 
experienced even more 
hurtful remarks and 
became increasingly 
aware of people staring at 
her. 

“It was very difficult in 
London,” she admits. “I 
was at my maximum 
weight then so as well as 
the comments I found 
going up and down to the 
Tube extremely hard.” 


Now living in 
Cambridge, Shahana is 
fulfilling her career 
ambition and works at the 
University of Cambridge 
Department of Oncology, 
where she is part of a 
team researching genes 
which increase the risk of 
breast cancer. 

Speaking to her 
following her early 
morning work out at 
David Lloyd Cambridge 
before she begins work, it 
is hard to believe that the 
woman, who has just 
competed her second 
marathon, was once so 
overweight she didn’t 
learn to drive because she 
couldn’t fit behind the 
steering wheel. 

“My dad paid for 
driving lessons for me but 
when the instructor 
turned up outside the 
door I had to go back 
inside because I couldn’t 
fit behind the wheel, and 
there wasn’t enough seat 
belt to go around me,” 
recalls Shahana. 

“That was just one of 
many embarrassing 
things. We used to go to 
Blackpool every year and I 
kept getting stuck on the 
turnstiles at the Big 
Dipper; I had to get

people to help me out.” 

But the event that 
Shahana attributes as her 
turning point happened 
when she was in a pizza 
restaurant in Manchester. 
“I heard some guys saying 
‘fat girls are out of control’ 
and that’s always stuck in 
my mind,” she admits. 
“Something clicked in me 
that day and I finally 
realised that I am the one 
in control.” 

That first walk followed 
and for months, as soon as 
it was dark, Shahana 
would complete her route. 
“I didn’t tell anybody 
about it, not even my 
family,” she says. “I always 
did it at night and in time I 
changed it a bit so I 
wouldn’t have my evening 
meal until I’d done my 
walk - my food was the 
carrot dangling! 

“There were months of 
walking -1 couldn’t even 
contemplate running. 
Eventually the walking got 
quicker and went to 
jogging, to joining a gym 
to getting fitter, and with 
the fitness came the ability 
to run.” 

It took Shahana five 
years to lose 14 and-a-half 
stone, which she did 
through regular exercise 
and healthy eating. But 
sadly her parents never 
got to see her at her goal 
weight, as they both died 
in their 50s of obesity- 
related illnesses. 

“When my parents 
married they were really 
slim but they just got 
bigger and bigger,” says 
Shahana. “My mum died 
of pneumonia but she was 
very obese as well. She was 
the doer, the rock of the 
family and when she died 
it was catastrophic, it 
turned my world upside 
down - there’s nothing 
worse than that.” 

Three years to the day 
after her mother’s death, 
Shahana’s father suffered a 
fatal heart attack. The 
sudden death of her 
parents demonstrated 
further to Shahana 
the need to lose 
weight, but she 
admits it has been a 
roller coaster journey: at 
one stage she became so 
obsessed by the buzz of 
losing weight she would 
barely eat at all. 

“I would have a snack- 


size box of raisins and go 
running and then walk to 
work and that’s all I would 
have to eat all day,” she 
explains. “It was horrible: I 
had to have some 
counselling to get me 
through it and I do have a 
few issues: I don’t like 
eating out and I don’t 
weigh myself anymore.” 

Shahana has 
maintained her healthy 9 
stone weight for the past 
five years and, despite her 
past pessimism about 
having a family, is now the 
proud mum of 4-year-old 
daughter Diya, who she 
wants to understand the 
importance of good health 
and fitness. 

“When I was growing up 
I never knew fitness or 
running,” she says. “Diya 
is a member of the gym 
and she does tennis and 
swimming.” 

This year, Shahana beat 
hundreds of applicants to 
be voted David Lloyd 
Fitness Group’s National 
Training Hero, a title she 
says she could only 
achieve with the help and 
guidance from her 
personal 
trainer, 

Noel 


Carroll of Full Circle 
Fitness. “Noel got me 
there,” she says. “I 
wouldn’t have thought I 
could run a marathon if it 
wasn’t for him.” 

Shahana began training 
with Noel for the 
Edinburgh Marathon in 
January this year but 
pulled a calf muscle four 
days before the event. 

Ever determined and in 
spite of advice to pull out, 
Shahana decided to 
compete. 

“The charities I was 
supporting, the training I 
put into it and the 
personal reasons for 
running all meant too 
much to me to give up my 
marathon mission so late 
in the game,” Shahana 
says. “My calf was 
throbbing but I still kept 
pushing and fought the 
pain, I eventually stopped 
for a few minutes for a calf 
massage and more strap¬ 
ping by the first aid team. 

I also suffered from the 
heat, particularly towards 
the end of the race.” 

The result was a 
personal best time of 4hrs 
3 mins (almost 23 minutes 
quicker than her time 
in last year’s London 
Marathon). Always 
pushing herself to 
greater achieve¬ 
ments, Shahana 
says: “It was a 
huge personal 
best-but I think 
I could have 
done better.”

RESIDENTS of Cheveley parish filled 
the community room at Cheveley 
School on Tuesday, May 25 and 
were welcomed by members of the 
parish council to the annual 
meeting. 

The recipient of the McCalmont 
Cup, Betty Tweed, was unable to be 
present, due to a commitment with 
the bowls club, to receive the trophy 
which is awarded annually for 
outstanding service to the parish. 
Betty has always gone out of her 
way, willingly and without being 
asked, to help local people and 
organisations. 

She has a long involvement in 
village activities including being 
chairman of the bowls club, vice 
chairman and trip arranger for the 
Evergreens, and undertakes flower 
arranging in the church. It is hoped 
that the presentation will be made at 
the parish council meeting on 
Tuesday. 

A report from the outgoing 
chairman, Ian Brooks, was read to 
the meeting. Ian outlined the highly 
successful and productive year for 
the parish which started with the 
installation of a new path and 
rainwater harvesting facility in the 
cemetery, completed on time and 
under budget, thanks to Salmon 
Brothers Ltd and the efforts of 
several councillors, in particular 
Adam Bennett. 

Grateful appreciation went to a 
number of local benefactors 
including Darley Stud Management 
Company Ltd, Miss Kirsten Rausing, 
The Thompson Family Charitable 
Trust, Juddmonte Farms Ltd and 


Shadwell Estates for their generous 
support. Further assistance came 
from a Community Facilities Grant 
from East Cambridgeshire District 
Council. In the wake of this a 
Friends of Cheveley Cemetery group 
was set up consisting of a few 
enthusiastic volunteers who meet 
regularly on Saturday mornings 
from 9am to enhance the 
appearance of the cemetery - 
anyone wishing to join them should 
just turn up! 

Further achievements through the 
year include securing the 
registration of a public footpath from 
Centre Drive, through Duchess Park, 
to Duchess Drive on the route of the 
old Meadow Lane, arranging for dog 
fouling bins to be installed 
throughout the parish, repairing bus 
shelters, replacing old and insecure 
street lights, major works to the 
trees in the recreation ground and 
the acquisition of several grit bins to 
be put in place before the winter of 
2010. Additionally, Big Lottery 
funding was obtained which 
together with some additional 
finance from the parish council and 
after consultation with local 
children, enabled some new play 
equipment to be located at the 
recreation ground. This has proved 
to be a big hit with the younger 
members of the parish. 

Through careful financial 
management all these 
improvements have been achieved 
through existing funds and in 
addition, not wishing to increase its 
burden on households in these 
tough economic times, the council 
has been able to freeze Cheveley’s 
element of the Council Tax too for 


this year at the same level as in 
2009-2010. 

There followed reports from 
district councillors and clubs and 
organisations of the parish. 

It was reported that after several 
previously unsuccessful attempts 
the parish council had finally 
succeeded in having its application 
for minor safety improvements at 
Broomstick Corner accepted. These 
were outlined by the clerk and the 
chairman who had met with officials 
from the Highways Department of 
Cambridgeshire County Council. 

It was emphasised that 
improvements that could be 
achieved were restricted by what 
could legally be put into place in this 
area and by financial constraints. 
There was a mixed reception to the 
proposals and many of those 
present thought that some of the 
suggestions were unnecessary and 
that the scheme would only have a 
small impact on safety. The final 
response to the proposals will be 
discussed at the next parish council 
meeting which is on Tuesday. 

The meeting was told that there 
were four vacancies for parish 
councillors - two in each ward. It is 
hoped that some members of the 
community will be interested and 
apply for the positions. In order to 
carry out the business of the parish 
it is necessary for a quorum of 
members to be present at a council 
meeting and there is a danger that, 
through illness or business 
commitments, some meetings could 
be unable to take place if the 
number of councillors present fell 
below the required level. Full details 
of how to apply can be obtained 


from the clerk. 

The next meeting of Cheveley 
Parish Council will be on Tuesday in 
the community room at Cheveley 
School at 7.30pm.

SEX AND THE CITY 2 (15,146 
mins) Comedy.

OPENING to the strains of Alicia Keys’ 
song Empire State Of Mind (Part II) 
Broken Down, a valentine to the 
concrete jungle of New York City, Sex 
And The City 2 takes another bite out 
of the Big Apple with the expertly 
coiffed cast of the hit TV series. 

The gossamer-thin plot is more flimsy 
than some of the characters’ dresses 
and at 146 minutes, the sequel 
overstays its welcome by the best 
part of an hour. 

However, fans of the sassy gal pals 
will be in seventh heaven at the 
endless parade of chic couture and 
the return of Carrie’s old flame Aidan 
(Corbett), who stirs up long-dormant 
feelings. 

The fashions might be designer label, 
but the film’s sense of humour is 
bargain basement: Sex And The City 2 
sniggers at bouncing cleavage in a 
wet T-shirt and a visibly aroused man 
in loose fitting linen trousers.

(Parker) is starting to realise that life 
after saying “I do” to paramour Mr Big 
(Noth) isn’t everything she thought it 
would be. 

Samantha (Cattrall) has moved back 
to New York, battling valiantly against 
menopause, and Miranda (Nixon) has 
forgiven adulterous husband Steve 
(Eigenberg), targeting her rage instead 
at her chauvinistic boss. 

Meanwhile, Charlotte (Davis) is 
struggling to be the perfect wife to 
ever-dependable husband Harry 
(Handler) and a perfect mother to their 
two daughters. 

Thankfully, chesty Irish nanny Erin 
(Eve) is always on hand to entertain 
the youngsters. 

By chance - or rather dramatic 
contrivance - Samantha is invited to 


the United Arab Emirates to sample 
the delights of a newly opened luxury 
hotel, and takes her chums along for 
the ride. 

Sex And The City 2 is a succession of 
slick yet hollow set pieces, loosely 
stitched together to resemble a 
narrative. 

Miranda is almost surplus to 
requirements and Carrie’s vacillations 
once again take centre stage, 
culminating in a preposterous race 
around a spice market. 

As the girls fly home after their desert 
adventure, a stewardess offers Carrie 
a customs form and asks if she has 
anything to declare. 

“Yes, I’m a mess,” confirms the writer. 
She might as well be speaking about 
the film.

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Beware poisonous plants as 
summer draws you outside 


E ver wondered what 
nasties might lurk in 
your garden - and I'm 
not talking slugs, snails, grey 
mould or aphids? 

No, as the weather warms up and 
the kids venture out to play in the 
garden, it may be worth checking 
die potency of certain quite 
common plants which can leave 
tummy upsets, rashes or other 
allergic reactions. 

The Duchess of Northumberland 
is well versed in identifying 
poisonous plants, having created 
the famous Poison Garden, which 
is among the attractions at Alnwick 
Garden and Alnwick Casde. 

“If you are a gardener you will 
almost certainly have half a dozen 
of the plants which are in the 
Poison Garden,” she says. 

“Aconitum, common 
monkshood, is an unbelievable 
killer and the only time you’d ever 
take aconitum internally is if you 
were trying to kill off another 
poison. 

“If it doesn’t find another poison 
to kill in the body it will kill you.” 

Bearing tall spikes of helmeted 
flowers in blues and purples in the 
summer, it’s poisonous and a skin 
irritant, causing burning of the lips 
and mouth, intense vomiting,

diarrhoea and spasms. 

Many of us have laurel in our 
gardens: it belongs to the family 
that includes apple, cherry, plum 
and almond. 

“When people chop down their 
laurel hedges the sap gives off an 
unbelievably soporific effect and 
they find themselves falling asleep,” 
the Duchess explains. “You only 
have to smell the sap to be affected 
by it.” 

Hemlock, foxgloves, aquilegia, 
autumn crocus (colchicum 
autumnale), laburnum and 
hellebores are all common plants 
you might find in your garden or in 
a hedgerow, and ail have different 
levels of toxicity - you can find 
them all in the Poison Garden in 
Alnwick. 

The amount you would have to 
ingest to do real damage varies 
from plant to plant, says the 


Duchess, whose knowledge of 
poisonous plants has inspired a 
new teenage novel, The Poison 
Diaries, by MaryroseWood, in 
which some of the plants are 
featured. 

“There was a case a few months 
ago where a woman poisoned her 
former lover and his fiancee in an 
act of jealous revenge by putting 
aconitum in a curry. The man died 
and his fiancee ended up in a coma 
but survived because she’d eaten 
less of the curry. People have 
forgotten these plants’ capabilities.” 

The Poison Garden, which is 
licensed to grow cannabis and 
strychnine to help educate children 
to the dangers of drugs, also houses 
common plants you’d find in any 
garden centre. 

Foxgloves (digitalis) were once 
used as a heart remedy but can also 
poison you, she says. Both the wild 
and hybrids produce tall spikes 
bearing bell-like flowers in a variety 
of colours. All parts of the plant are 
poisonous, the leaves are more 
poisonous before flowering and the 
seeds are most toxic. 

Avoid giant hogweed, as if you 
are scratched by its leaves your skin 
becomes photo-sensitive and 
allergic to sunlight. Symptoms 
include a rash and itching. 

Euphorbia sap can do the same 
thing, with symptoms recurring 


when the sun comes out - and 
there’s no cure for it. 

Many bulbs including daffodils, 
tulips and snowdrops are also 
poisonous, but it is the bulb part 
rather than the flowers that are 
toxic. Medieval maids set the bulbs 
about to poison mice and other 
vermin. 

A lot of people grow datura 
(Brugmansia suaveolens), 
otherwise known as Angel’s 
trumpet, in their greenhouses, yet 
all parts of this plant are poisonous 
if ingested. 

“When I was in Argentina a 
couple of years ago they were 
growing wild on the roadside and I 
said to the guide, 'Do you know 
how poisonous these plants are?’ 

He said, ‘We use it to send babies to 
sleep, by putting a flower on their 
pillow’. I told him that if they left it 
there all night the baby would be 
dead by morning,” the Duchess 
recalls. 

If you think your child has eaten 
a poisonous plant or suffered an 
allergic reaction to it, seek medical 
attention from A&E at your local 
hospital, taking a plant sample with 
you. 

But don’t panic. 

“By and large the main cause of 
injury in the garden is falling off 
ladders,” says Guy Barter, RHS head 
of horticultural advisory services.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

OLIVER Jarvis will make his debut at the world 
famous Le Mans 24-hour later this month 
driving a diesel-powered Audi RIO. 

The Burwell driver recently experienced his 
maiden twice-around-the-clock race at the 
Nurburgring and is relishing the chance to take 
part in the most famous endurance race of 
them all. 

“It will be a huge honour to compete at Le Mans 
driving an Audi,” he said. “Coming through the 
junior single-seater categories, I didn’t follow 
Le Mans closely but, after joining Audi, I soon 
realised its importance.

“I’m fully focussed on the DTM but in the future 
the sports car category, and in particular Le Mans, 
is what I would like to be involved in. This 
opportunity, although coming very late in terms of 
this year’s event, will be a valuable experience for 
the future.” 

The 26-year-old will be joined by co-drivers 
Christian Bakkerud, of Denmark, and Frenchman 
Christophe Bouchut, but with the trio behind the 
wheel of a four-year-old car, Jarvis is realistic as to 
what they can be achieved next weekend.
